BANKS MUSP PAY SMALL SUM TO 
DEFRAY EXPENSES 
OF SYSTEM. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Fed- 


eral Reserve Board today announced 
its plan to remedy a slight defect in 
the new currency act and provide for 
the payments of its members’ salaries. 
Through Secretary Wulle it is an- 
nounced a levy of four-tenths of 1 
per cent. against the Federal reserve 
banks for the purpose of defraying 
expenses for the first half year of its 
existence will be made. 

The law gave the Organization 
Committee, which preceded the board 
in preliminary work, $100,000 to spend, 
but it was not contemplated by Con- 
gress then that the banks would not 
be in operation for nearly eleven 
months after its passage. The ex- 
penses Of the board and its assistants 
are to be paid by the banks, and of- 
ficials hoped they would be in opera- 
tion long beofre salary checks were 
needed here. This $100,000 has been 
spent, however, and levy was 
found to be necessary. 

In making it, Secretary Willis an- 
nounced that the expenses include an 
estimated charge of $200,000 for dies 
and the preparation of Federal re- 
serve notes. This item in the future 
is expected to be much smaller. The 
actual cost of maintaining the board 
has not been finally estimated. 

Reserve banks are to pay one-third 
of the assessment at once, a third 
within thirty days, and the rest with- 
in sixty days. The basis used for the 
levy is the capital stock allotted to 
the applying member bank at its face 
value, or about $110,000,000.

Alameda County Court Ren- 
ders Momentous Decision. 


Begs State Reguiction -of 
Speed is Supreme. 


Case will be Carried to the 
Highest Tribunal.

OAKLAND, Nov. 2.—Alameda 
‘county's six Superior Court judges, 
sitting en banc, decided today that 
municipal traffic laws are invalid 
when they conflict with State laws.

QUICKSILVER NOW 
_ FEELS STIMULUS. 


NEEDED FOR MAKING FUL- 
MINATE; CALIFORNIA IN- 
DUSTRY IS REVIVED. 


On account of the need for mercury 
in making fulminate for explosives, 
and the influence of the war on the 
world’s supply, the industry of quick- 
silver mining is experiencing 4 revival 
in California. Advices were received 
from San Luis Obispo yesterday that 
the Cambria quicksilver mine in that 
section which has been closed down 
for the past few years, has 

opened with a full crew of men. The 
mine in the same section is 
also reparted to be running full biast.

Quicksilver 
prices in this country hed been low for 
a number years, owing to the increas- 
ing European production. The mar- 
ket touched $37.50 per seventy-five- 
pound flask last July, or y $3 
under the January price. A 
the range was between $75 and $99, 
with some sales reported at $100.

The chief sources of the world’s 
quicksilver supply at present is Spain, 
although until less than ten years ago 
the United States led in the industry, 
California producing the bulk of the 
country’s output. Last the pro- 
duction was divided as follows in 


Caskey of the United States Geological 
Survey; Spain, 1490; Italy, 388: Aus- 
tria, 855; United States, 688, and Mex- 
ico and all others, 150. 

More than 75 per cent. of last year’s 
yield in this country came from Call- 
fornia, and since the inception of the 
industry this State has produced ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 worth of the 
metal. There are about eighteen pro- 
ducing mines, and prospecting is now 
going on to discover new deposits. 

With the Austrian output cut off by 
the war, and the European product in 
demand for fulminate, the United 
States will be able to supply not only 
its own needs—a small portion of 
which have been filled by the imported 
article—but also those of South Amer- 
ica and the Orient.

ARE WAR BOUND. 


AMERICA AISO FACES SERIOUS 
SHORTAGE OF DECIDUOUS 
FRUIT STOCK. 


The beautiful boxwoods and bay 
trees, which, tfimmed to perfect 
roundness and other attractive shapes, 
have long been considered the proper 
adornment of palatial porches and 
hotel lobbies, are soon to become but 
memories if the war continues much 
longer, according to Li A. De Staube, 
a Los Angeles horticulturist, who re- 
turned recently from Belgium. 

Mr. De Staube left Los Angeles 
some months ago for Burope to make 
his usual purchases of large quan- 
tities of such popular ornamental 
Plants as azaleas, boxwood, bay trees 
and conifers. Although he arrived in 
Belgium early enough to secure most 
of the plants desired, he experienced 
considerable difficulty in arranging 
for shipment to America, Now it has 
become absolutely impossible for 
nurserymen to import these m - 
sought-after ornamental shrubs, 

this will be responsible for a scarcity 
and probably greatly increase their 
prices, he says. Indiscriminate can- 
cellation of the plant orders of large 
American importers with Duropean 
houses has taken place. 

As most of the popular ornamental 
shrubs used in the United States come 
from the belligerent countries or 
those that are blockaded, after pres- 
ent stocks are sold out a complete 
shortage of these plants will occur. 
Boxwoods are produced almost exclu- 
sively in Holland; bay trees, azaleas 
and roses in Belgium and France. 
Regarding the inability of Amert- 
can nursery stock importers to bring 
in their customarily large shipments 
of plants from Europe, Coun Hor- 
tienitural Commissioner Hoyt sees a 
still more serious difficulty in the 
failure to obtain certain deciduous

“Don’t shake your head, madam,” 
said Capt. Fredericks. “Come and 
look in the records.” Then Capt. 
Fredericks hammered away at the 
fakery and demagogery of the John- 
son administration. 

He showed that high officials in the 
Southern Pacific are back of Johnson 
and serve on his committees. 

“They told me I would have to show 
the women when I came back to Los 
Angeles,” he said. I had not thought 
it necessary to campaign much among 
the women's clubs, but when certain 
biatherskites go about the clubs talk- 
ing about me, I thought my neighbors 
would know enough about me to ig- 
nore the things that were said.

MRS. FREDERICKS SPEAKS. 

Several women called upon Mrs. 
Fredericks, who was sitting upon the 
platform. She rose to the occasion 
and as she advanced to the front of 
the platform a lull‘ fell over the 
audience. 

“I am the only woman who has 
made a Statewide campaign with her 
husband in this gubernatorial con- 
test,” she said. “From the expe- 
riences I have encountered in this 
campaign, I want to say to you women 
that if you cannot attend a meeting 
and listen to both sjdes of the ques- 
tion without sneers and smirks, you 
had better remain at home. By just 
such actions as this displayed here to- 
day, you fail to glorify and dignify 
the ballot which you so recently won.”

(Troy Times:] The extent to which 
this country is the “melting pot” into 
which enter representatives of all na- 
tons is indicated anew now that the 
Old World is aflame with strife. A 
fair sample is presented by the anthra- 
cite region of Pennsylvania, where 
hosts of laborers who came from Ru- 
rope are employed. A mining com- 
pany reports that last year it carried 
on its pay rolls more than 12,000 men: 
among the number were the follew- 
ing: Russians, 6284; Poles, 2141; 
Tyroleans, 1165; Austrians, 806; Lith- 
vanians, 751; Italians, 599; Slave, 622; 
Hungarians, 247; Greeks, 100, with 
some native or naturalized Americana. 
Probably the figures represent fairly 
the proportionate employment of races 
at present time. 

Naturally there have been some re- 
turns to Europe since the war began. 
But it is announced that these’ returns 
were much less numerous than might 
have been expected. Very few reserv- 
ists have gone from the mines to take 
up arms for their respective countries. 
On the other hand, there has been a 
marked increase in the number of ap- 
plications for first citizenship papers. 
In fact, there has been a decided rush 
to secure naturalization, and with it 
the privileges and protection afforded 
by the United States. It is explained 
that many of the miners are married 
and have homes, a large proportion 
being owners of the houses in which 
their families live. They have no de- 
sire to leave their wives and children 
in order to be made food for powder 
and shot in the flerce conflict now rag- 
ing, and they are taking steps to guard 
against enforced military service. 

There is little doubt that Uncle 
Sam's territory looks more inviting to 
hosts of afflicted and perturbed Euro- 
peans than it ever did before. The 
trouble is that at present they cannot 
leave and must face the conditions in 
the Old World as best they may.

The solution of the problem appears 
to be furnished by a new material 


tially of India rubber, containing 
multitudinous minute bubbles of gas, 
distributed throughout its mass. The 
material resembles a rubber sponge, 
in which the cavities are separate 
and do not communicate with each 
other. Hence it has received the 
name “caoutchous mousse,” or rub- 
ber foam. 

The process of manufacture is 
based on the increase of solubility 
of gases with increase of pressure. 
Rubber in the pasty stage of vul- 
canization is inclosed in a steel tube 
with nitrogen, at a pressure of 3000 
to 4000 atmospheres. The compressed 
gas dissolves in the semi-liquid rub- 
ber, which, when the tube is opened, 
expands to four or five times its for- 
mer volume and solidifies, imprison- 
ing in its mass myriads of little gas 
bubbles. 

The material, in fact, combines the 
properties of its two ingredients. It 
in as flexible as rubber and as com- 
preasiblie s a tus, so that it may 
be employed in the form of a solid 
ring, in the place of an air tube of 
a motor car or bicycle tire. A tire 
so constructed is non-collapsible, for 
u puneture affects only a few of the 
innumerable gas bubbles.

ARTER CHANGES 
TO BE CONSIDERED 


City solons are looking ahead to 
the arrival of the time when the city 
Caarter can be revamped and put 
into a more workable condition. Not 
until about the middle of April will 
such an action be possibie, because 
of the limitations requiring that no 
charter amendments can be submitted 
within two years of changes in the 
charter. 

But the need for various changes 
has been so clearly demonstrated on 
several occasions lately that a well- 
defined movement is under way to 
met together the necessary materials 
from which to sift the really needed 
amendments. In this work the heads 
of all city departments are to partici- 


pate. 

At ite session of October 22 the 
City Council adopted a resolution, one 
clause of which reads 

“Resolved that the Efficiency Com- 
mission and the City Attorney be au- 
thorized and instructed to prepare 
at the earliest possible date and sub- 
mit to the City Council such funda- 
mental changes in the city charter 
and State laws 48 are necessary to 
insure the application of modern busi- 
ness principles in the organization 
and administration of the city’s busi- 
ness.” 


A letter signed by Jesse Burks, di- 
rector of the Municipal Efficiency Bu- 
reau, and City Attorney Stephens has 
been sent to the heads of the city 
departments, asking their co-opera- 
tion in the task at hand. The letter 


“In your é@éxperience as an admin- 
istrative officer of the city, you have 
Goubtiess found many points at which 
you have felt the handicap of charter 
provisions, or the lack of provisions, 
which would enable you to accom- 
plish the best results in the transac- 
tion of public business.
